In 1!<70 a cable was laid from the coast 
o! Portugal, and recently persevering ef- 
foits have been made to grapple and 
r.nse this old cable at a point whore it 
b\ in '2,000 fathoms of water. The gcn- 
ei il idea is that a cable must be rotten 
alter so long an immersion, and cannot 
be raised; but this cable has been suc- 
c. ssfully brought to the surface and was 
finind to be as good nnd as strong as 
when laid ten years ago. To grapple a 
mere thread in 1'2,000 feet of water is a 
ti iuinph even in this nge. 


— The human body contains several 


m dials, and other substances which per- 
form important offices in the world of 
s ienco. Nitrogen, carbon and hydrogen 
aie. its chief constituents, but it holds 
b, sides about two pounds, of phosphorus, 
upon which the health of the bones and 
vi^orof tho brain depend. 
This phos- 


phorus, if extracted and put to use, 
w.iuld suffice for about four 
thousand 


p ickages of friction matches. The body 
also contains a few ounces of sodium, 
and half an ounce of potassium, which 
school boys know as a curious metal that 
burns brilliantly on the surface of water 
or when touched by an icicle. 
In addi- 


tion to sodium and potassium, there are 
a few grains of magnesium — enough to 
cieate a brilliant light visible twenty 
in I >s away. Who knows but some reck- 
less chemist may undertake to drive a 
profitable business . by extracting these 


% nimble materials from dead bodies ? 


— In taking account of the differences 


in the skulls of various nations, attention 
is at present directed to the cubic capa- 
city of the great cavity of the skull, ex- 
cluding the cerebellum. 
By means of 


this method some interesting facts have 
bocn revealed. On the west coast of 
Africa there exists a race with long, flat 
heads, whose skulls have the greatest ca- 
pacity yet. known. The. Laplanders and 
Esquimaux have highly developed skulls, 
tlieir mean capacity being 1,546 cubic 
centimeters. 
The lowest stage of the 


Knglish skull descends to 1,542 cubic 
centimeters. 
The skulls of the inUabi- 


1 mts of the Canary Islands measure 
1,498; of the Japanese, 1,486; of the 
Chinese, 1,424; of the Italians, 1,475 
of the ancient Egyptians, 1,464; of the 
Polynesians, 1,454; of the negroes o:

1,488; of the Hindoos, 1,306; and o

sharp fight the bill was so disposed of by 
a vote of 118 to 117. Only three Re- 
publicans voted against Garfield's mo- 
tion, whilst all the Democrats but twelve 
stood by the bill.

" I hold that a properly adjusted com-

That was General Garfield's position on 
the Tariff question, as defined in a speech 
on the Tariff Revision bill, July 10th, 
I860. In his letter of acceptance, dated 
July 10th, 1880, exactly fourteen years 
later, he said: "In reference to our cus- 
tom-laws a policy should be pursued 
which will bring revenues to the treasury 
and will enable the labor and capital em- 
ployed in our great industries to compete 
fairly in our own markets with the labor 
and capital of foreign producers." 


The two expressions of opinion, four- 


teen years apart, are identical in spirit, 
and almost identical in language. 


General Garfield's tariff record in the 


intervening fourteen years is in keeping 
with the positions taken in his speech of 
1800 and in his letter of 1880. 
He has 


always been in accord with his party, 
which in 1860 declared that " while pro- 
viding revenue for the support of the 
General Governmenl by duties upon im- 
ports, sound policy requires such an ad- 
justment of these imposts as to encourage 
the development of the industrial inter- 
ests of the whole country," and com- 
mended "that policy of national ex- 
changes which secures to the working- 
men liberal wages, to agriculture remu- 
nerative prices, to mechanics and manu- 
facturers an adequate reward for their 
skill, labor and enterprise, and to the na- 
tion commercial prosperity and indepen- 
dence," and which in 1880 reaffirmed the 
belief "that the duties levied for the pur- 
pose of revenue should so discriminate as 
to favor American labor." 
Wherever 


and whenever he has taken action looking 
to a modification of the tariff it has al- 
ways been in company with pronounced 
Protectionists, and in the real interests 
of a Protective policy. He has steadily 
and energetically opposed the Democratic 
attempts to destroy the Protective fea- 
;ures of the Tariff bill—attempts which 
lave been persistent, and assuming many 
forms. 


In 1870 Schenck's Tariff bill was in- 


troduced, which among other reductions 
jut down the tariff on pig-iron from 
:o $7 per ton. Gen. Garfield supported 
the measure as necessary to defeat the 
Democratic Free Traders, who were in- 
sisting on reducing the duty to $8 a ton, 
and in this action had the co-operation 
of all the Protectionists in the House, 
and in the Senate of such strong Protec-! 
tionists as Morrill, Sherman, Scott of 
Pennsylvania, and Howe. The rate thsn 
adopted is that now existing, and Protec- 
tionists are fully satisfied with it. 


A further reduction of war rates was 


proposed in 1872 and supported by such 
Protectionists as Dawes, Frye, Wheeler 
and Hoar in the House, and Sherman, 
Morton, Wilson, Howe, Ferry and the 
two Morriils in the Senate. Grarfield sup- 
ported the measure in such good Protec- 
tionist company and it was adopted. In 
1875 it was proposed to restore the du- 
ties on iron and steel to the figures at 
which they stood previous to the reduc- 
tion in 1872, and although some Protec- 
tionist Republicans thought it unneces- 
sary General Garfield voted with the ma- 
jority of the Republican members in 
favor of the restoration, which was car- 
ried by a very close vote. 


In 1878 Fernando Wood reported from 


the Ways and Means Committee his Rev- 
enue Tariff bill, which was a long step 
toward free trade. 
General Garfield 


fought this bill vigorously.

delivered June 4th, he characterized the 
bill as "a most unwise and dangerous 
measure; dangerous to the great national

RHODE ISI,ANI> SUCCOTASH.— Good 


succotash wants tender young com; luivv 
a dozen cars and remove with a sharp 
knife the kernels; if your com is tough, 
do not cut too close to the cob; string a 
quart of young beans and cut them in 
three; boil the beans with the corn in 
half a pint of water; boil for three-quar- 
ters of an hour; when cooked cover close- 
ly, add a piece of butter, a tcaspoonflil of 
salt and some pepper; if cream is obtain- 
able, add half a pint at the conclusion. 


OYSTEHH.—Put the liquor on the stove 


seasoned with butter, pepper and salt; a 
little celery cut up in it gives a nice fla- 
vor. When it comes to a boil put in a 
tablcspoonful of flour, having previously 
mixed to a paste in cold water, then the 
.oysters, and boil until they arc thoroughly 
heated. Whil£ the liquor is boiling toast 
pieces of bread and place evenly on a 
platter and when the oysters arc done, 
place a few on each slice of toast and 
pour the liquor over them. Serve hot. 
This is preferred by many to oyster soup 
for ton. Pickles, celery and coffee should 
be served with them. 


QUINCH JKU.Y.—Rub the quinces with 


a cloth until perfectly smooth, cut in 
small pieces, pack tight in kettles, pour 
on cold water until level with the fruit, 
boil very soft; make a three-cornered 
rltumel-bajj:, pour in your fruit and hang 
up to drain, occasionally pressing on the 
top and sides to make the juice run more 
freely, taking care not to press lutrd 
enough to expel the pulp. There is not 
so much need of pressing a bag made in 
this shape, as the weight of the fruit in 
the larger part causes the juice to flow 
freely at that point. To a pint of juico 
add a pint of sugar, and boil fifteen min- 
utes, or until it is jelly; pour into tum- 
blers or bowls, and finish according to 
general directions. If quinces are scarce 
the parings and circs of quinces with 
good tart appcs, boiled and strained as 
above, make excellent jelly, and the 
quinces arc saved for preserves. 


AITLK BUTTKR.—Take eight gallons 


of new cider and two bushels of apples; 
if sweet, so much the better; boil the ci- 
der down one-third, then peel, core, and 
quarter the apples; put in as many as will 
cook conveniently, and, as they settle in 
the cider add more until all arc used. It 
will take six hours to cook the quantity 
named, as the apples must be cooked un- 
til they are perfectly .soft and breakdown 
into a smooth moss. When nearly done, 
add spice and cinnamon to the taste. 
While cooking, the apples must be stir- 
red constantly to prevent burning. When 
done, put into a clean new barrel or cask. 
Use a brass or copper kettle, as iron 
would give the butter a dark color, even 
if it did not injure the flavor. Some 
makers press the cooked apples through 
a coarse sieve or colander. The butter 
must be.kept in a cool place. 


How TO PKKL ONIONS.—Sho came on 


board as pretty as a daisy, and as sweet 
and fresh as an elegant get-up could make 
her. There was a chattering aft on the 
yacht, what they would have for dinner, 
and it was agreed, for fun, that as it was 
to be chowder, each one was to do some- 
thing toward the same. "You have got 
to peel and clwp up them onions," says a 
dandy kind of fellow to the pretty girl. 
"Agreed," said she, not wincing a bit, 
and they all laughed and pitied her. 
When the time came for fixing up things, 
kind of urged to it, I brought that pretty 
girl a peck of the fiercest onions—real 
red skin ones—you ever smelted. "There 
is going to be a lot of crying," thinks 1, 
"if that would be the only sorrow in her 
life! " Says she to me. "Mr. Robert, 
do you liand me a bucket of water," und 
I did it. "Now," says she, "just you put 
them 
onions in 
that water," and 


1 did it. Then she took off her while 
fingers a lot of rings and put them in her 
pocket, and asked for a knife, and the 
onions being in tlie water she peeled and 
sliced them under water, and nary a tear 
came, nor nothing. "Now," says she, 
holding out the tips of her pretty fingers, 
"who will be gallant enough to kiss 
these ?" Seeing I was cook, 1 didn't like 
to be so bold, but there was a half-dozen 
of the men who ruslud forward, and of 
course I had no chance. That's the way 
1 learned how ladies can peel onions and 
not cry over them.

It killed the worms (or at least they died) 
without hurting the cabbage at all." 


To KEEP CIDER SWEET.—Make from 


ripe fruit, but exclude all that U rotten. 
Use no water or musty straw in the man- 
ufacture. The sweeter the cider the bet- 
ter it will keep. Put into a clean barrel 
and keep cool. 
At 46° Fah. fermenta- 


tion will cease. Fill the barrel nearly 
full, put in the bung air-tight, bore a hole 
through it and fit in a small bent tin or 
rubber tube air-tight. Let the free end 
of the tube be immersed in a dish of 
water so that the gas can pass out but not 
let the air in. When it has nearly ceased 
working, as shown by the bubble*, draw 
off into clean casks, put into each barrel 
a half-pint of whole mustard seed and a 
handful of horseradish root,'and bung up 
air-tight.

We have a fitting illustration rlgh 


here in our midst. We have manufactur 
ing industries, sun-rounded by a fine agri 
cultural country. The wages paid out t 
labor in our borough aggregates abou 
one-half million dollars yearly, or $10 
for every man, woman and child, am 
about $500 to each household,—enoug] 
to keep tlie entire population, judicious!; 
expended. 


Now this position is no fiction. Th 


capitalist receives his share in rents am 
interest; the store-keeper, the butcher 
the baker, the doctor, the lawyer, th< 
clergyman, and all other interests of on 
community receive their full share of thi 
$500,000, and are maintained in exist 
ence by and through its distribution 
For exemplification, we will take an ex 
aggcvated view of the case and consido 
our situation. With the industrial estab 
lisliments suddenly blotted out of exist 
ence—say by a fire or hurricane—and i 
were impossible to reconstruct them 
most certainly three-fourths of our popu 
lation would have to move away; ther 
would be no use for four-fifths of th 
business men ; houses would be tenant 
less; capitalists with their money in 
vested in houses or mortgages, would b 
without rent or interest; the lawyer, un 
doubtedly, would be benefited for th 
time being by the general carnival 
ruin, and thrive upon the dead carcass o 
prosperity, as tlie 
buzzard over th 


corpse; but he, too, would have to 
other climes; the clergyman would no 
care to waste his efforts in his high call 
ing at a low salary to empty pews ; an 
tlie tiller of the soil, with a good lioin 
market here for all he can raise, at 1'hil 
adelphia and New York prices, would b 
forced to freight his product away t 
convert it into cash. There is not an in 
dividual in our community, save tlios 
living on incomes, and those incomes in 
vested outside of this community, bu 
who would be most seriously affectec 
We would be a forlorn collection, drib 
bling out a miserable existeuce, just a 
this town was doing twenty-five year 
ago. Now this may be an exaggeratec 
view, but such a thing might occur.

On Sunday evening, at the Methodist 


Church, instead of the usual sermon Rev. 
Mr. Godman, manager of the Jubilee 
Singers, whose concert occurred the fol- 
lowing evening, gave an interesting ac- 
count of educational work in the South 
in which he is engaged, and in the inter- 
ests of which his company are giving con- 
certs. The following is a synopsis of 
his remarks: 


"In Louisiana, where the university with 


which he is connected is located, the land 
is divided into large plantations, which 
are a barrier to country public schools, 
either for black or white. Hence, there 
are no public schools in the country. The 
colored people since the war have evinced 
marvelous eagerness for education and as 
the State does not furnish the needed fa- 
cilities for learning, private schools main- 
tained by philanthropic people and organ- 
izations have sprung up in various parts 
of the State. To these schools the col- 
ored people make their way, stinting 
themselves often of the necessaries of 
life and practicing rigid economy to save 
money enough to pay for an education. 
The schools established by the Freed- 
man's Aid Society are mainly used to 
prepare the students to become teachers 
and educators, so that they may go out 
among their people in the State where 
there are no schools and instruct them in 
the rudiments, at least, of education. In 
these schools there are at present between 
1,000 and 2,000 colored persons qualify- 
ing themselves for teachers, and from 200 
to 800 fitting themselves for the ministry. 


When the war closed very few colored 


people could read or write. The law 
nadc it criminal before the war for them 
to learn. But in five years immediately 
succeeding the close of the war, 100,000 
colored people, or 25 per cent, of the col- 
ored population have learned how to read 
and write, and it 's now probable that 40 
per cint. have been transferred from the 
lliterate to the literate class, and many 
mvegone further,into the fields of science 
and literature. Compare this with the 
whites of Louisiana, four-fifths of whom 
are Roman Catholics. ' There are 300,- 
000 whites in the State, and yet with all 
lie years of educational advantages open 
to them, there are 50,000whocan neither 
read nor write. This shows that, although 
here is a lack of inclination among the 
lliterate whites to better their condition, 
.here is no lack of purpose in this respect 
imong the colored people. It is to meet 
.his demand for improvement and educa- 
ion that the Frecdman's schools are cs- 
.ablished, and that the philanthropy will 
>ear fruit, which will be beneficial both 
o the South and the Nation, is among the 
cheering possibilities of the future." 


This is a picture of a class of people, 


iresented by one who lives among them, 
and knows of what he speaks, who are ut- 
erly disfranchised and deprived, not 
alone of their political rights, but of the 
liberty of free speech. It is not strange 
perhaps that this is so, when so large a 
population of the dominant race are illit- 
erate, and that four-fifths of the white 
population are imbued with the principles 
of religion which encourages prejudice 
and bigotry.
